T His Author, after he had in a former difcourfe, (whereof 
anaccount was given Numb. • j\ p. 306. under the Title of 
Le difcernementdu Corps & del' ^*»ff)propofed the way of Know- 
ingon's felfe , (hewing, that it confifts only, in difcerning in our 
fe ves the Operations of the Soul, and thofe of die Body* doth 
now propofe the means of knowing others , which is Speech. He 
explicated!, whack is, and endeavors exa&ly to diftinguifh, what 
it borrows from the Soul, and what from the Body. 

In this difquifition, he reafons upon nothing but what he hath 
found in himfelfe, and as if he had never yet been affur’d, there 
were any other men befides himfelfe, he flays in the very be¬ 
ginning upon this confideradon, ms. Whether it be neceflary, 
that all Bodies* which he fees to be like his, be united to fuch 
Souls as his? refoiv’dnotto believe it, unlefshehave fuch evi¬ 
dent fignesof it, that he can doubt no longer thereof. He exa¬ 
mines, what the moft furprifing things are, that Bodies do, and 
as long as he can impute the caufe of it to the difpofition of their 
OrganSy he thinks he may affine, they have no Soul: But 
after having found in the foie frame and pofltron of'the parts 
of the Body, how to render a reafon of the noife, founds, dif¬ 
ference of voices, and even of words, pronounced by Echo's and 
TanetSy he findshimfelf at laft oblig’d to admit Souls in all fuch 
Bodys, as refemble His, and to acknowledge it not poillble, that 
theyfhould thus fpeak.topurpofeas they do, without being en¬ 
dow’d with Reafon.. 

Next,having found, that to Speak, is nothing but togivefigns 
of our thoughts, he takes notice of fome of thofe figns The firft, 
he confiders, are the motions of the Face, and thofe founds, 
which ordinarily accompany the different Rates of the Body* ofc 
fetving, that naturally they are joyn’d to Paflions, which the foul 
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feels on the occafion of changes in the Body: taking alfo notice, 
that this manner of exprefling on’s felfis the firft of Languages, 
and the mofklimverfal, fince there is no Nation but underftands 
it. Befides thefe Natural figns of the Paflfions of the foul, he dif- 
covers that there are others, that are inflituted , by which fire can 
exprefs whatfoever The conceiveth. He iliews the agreement and 
difference of feme of thefe fignes in order to make his deduction 
from thence to be underftood. Here he takes occafion to confider. 
How one may invent a Language $ How a man may underftand 
that of a Conti y, where no man undeiftands his 5 and then, how 
Children learn tofpeak* admiring here the force of Reafon in 
themftom their infancy, to make them difeern the fignificatioo 
of every word $ but what furprifes him moft of all is, the order 
they follow therein, fora fin uch as ’tis altogether like that of the 
Grammar 5 even the Rules of this Teeming to have been learnt 
from little Children, 

Then he diftinguifhes, what it is, that the Body contributes 
to Speech-, examining in a Speaker , how the Air enters into his 
Lungs j why it makes a found in iftuing out of the Wind-pipe i 
What diverfity the Mufcles caufe in foundi What parts ot the 
mouth are employed to make it terminate in a voice! What is the 
configuration ef every of them in thefe different terminations i 
What is the change of the I hroat,Tongue,Teeth, Lips in all the 
Articulationsr’Which gives him to underftand,what Speech is as to 
the Body, Then he obfeives the effedf, which found producesto 
the Ear and Brains of the Hearer-, and finds,, that it is by reafon of 
the Agreement, which is between the Brain and the other parts 
of every Animal, that it can be fo differently agitated by diffe¬ 
rent founds. And having confidered theufe of the Nerves, which 
communicate.themfelues from the Ear to all the parts that ferve 
to the forming of fpeech, hedifeovers the reafons of. many ef- 
fedls, that are thought furprifing, as to fee certain Bi ds imitating 
the fong of others, the found of ourMufical Inftiuments, and 
often our very Words. 

Hence alfo he draws Reafons to convince him, that Brutes need 
no Soul to make a noife, nor to be moved by a voice, nor to imi¬ 
tate the found of our words: Whereas he finds, that in Men the 
motion of the Parts, which ferve for the Voice, or of thole that 
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are agitated thereby, is always accompanied by fome thoughts or 
other*, and that in fpeech there are always two things infepara- 
bly joyned, viz. the Formation of the voice , which cannot pro¬ 
ceed but from the Body, and the ugnification or/</wjoyn’d with 
it, which cannot come but from the foul.

T His Author treateth here concerning the Figures menti¬ 
on’d in the Title (raeafuring their A reds) very accurate¬ 
ly and geometrically, $ as alfo concerning feveral other things, 
conducing to the perfe&ion of Geometry. He mentions one of 
thefe Spirals to be the Line delcribed by a Heavy body , falling to¬ 
wards the Center of the earth, fuppofing the Earths Motion ; 
where alfo he touches the controverfie betwixt himfelf and Ric¬ 
ci oli j of which we difcourfed more at large in the next forego¬ 
ing Number.

T His Book is re-printed in London , for Mos. Pitts in Little- 
Brittain and annex’d to Logarithms echnia N. Mercator is ^ 
printed for the fame; of which latter we intend to entertain the 
Reader in our next, (God permitting.) It was thought fit to be fo 
reprinted, partly, byreafonot its fcarfenefs, there being but a few 
printed for the Author in Italy , but chiefly, by reafon of the 
excellency of the Argument, which is, de Maxims cr Minimis , 
or the Daftrine of Limits: Wherein (according to the account of 
the Intelligent Mr. C.) the Author (hews a deep Judgement 
in difcovering a Medium to reduce the lately found out Analy¬ 
tical Dodtrine de Maximis & Minimis to pure Geometry. 

The Tract it felfis very fmall, being but little more than two 
jheets of Paper $ wherein is demonftratea the Dodhine of Carava- 
gio de Application!bus, who affirms, that he, who is ignorant 
therein, may mifpend his time about ^Equations, in fearching 
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for that which cannot be found. He delivers alio a method of 
drawing Touch-Hates to all the Conick Sett ions, and divers other 
Curves, concerning which, the Author fpeaking of / Ipolkmns, 
faith 5
